Search Warrant Issued By 
Hoboken Police To Find 
Supplies 


Nek York, June 16.—Between 500 
and 600 Thompson machine guns and 
other war materials which were seized 
on board the freighter East Side in the 
belief that they were consigned to the 
Irish republican army, were under a 
joint guard of |>olicemen and federal 
customs officers in Hoboken 
today 
while the United States 
authorities 
made an investigation to try and find 
out who had purchased the arms, who 
had shipped them and the identity of 
the consignee. 
The war supplies were taken from 
the freighter just a short time bitore 
she sailed for Norfolk. Her ultimate 
destination is an Irish port. 
The machine guns, together 
with 
many varieties of magazines, a ease of 
ammunition and 175 boxes believed to 
hold small arms are valued a t $150- 
000. 
The machine guns are known 
as “Thompson Sub-machine guns” and 
are the latest thing in death dealing 
mahinery, being capable of firing more 
than 600 shots a minute. 
The search w arrant upon which the 
machine guns -were seized, had been 
issued by the Hoboken police. After­ 
wards a difference of 
opinion 
had 
developed between the Hoboken police 
and the federal authorities as to the 
real custodians of the weapons so it 
was decided at a hearing before Re­ 
corder Adolph Charston at Hoboken 
The machine guns had been man­ 
ufactured by the Colts Patent Fire­ 
arms Manufacturing Company. 
The 
East Side is not listed in Lloyd's regis­ 
ter of shipping for 1920. She is said 
to have been built by 
the 
United 
.States shipping board and leased to 
the cosmospoltitan Shipping Company. 
Federal officers *of the port of New 
York, said that “certain arms , had 
been detained, pending an investiga­ 
tion ‘‘but refused to say if the author­ 
ities had any 
definite 
information 
about arms and 
ammunition 
being 
smuggled from this port to Ireland for 
use by the Sinn Fein. 
Tho machine 
guns had been concealed in sacks that 
w-ere hidden in the East Side’s coal 
bunkers.

U. S. Senator May Be De­ 
nied Entrance To 
Country. 


Berlin, June 16.—The “cold shoul­ 
der” policy which soviet Russia is 
adopting toward the United States 
may prevent U. S. Senator Joseph I. 
Franca of Maryland from carrying 
out his plan to study Russian condi­ 
tions at close range. 
Senator France’s request for pass­ 
port papers to get into Russia has 
not been definitely refused, but de­ 
lay has developed and it was pointed 
out today that the Moscow soviet has 
constructed a veritable Chinese wall 
around the country shutting it off 
completely from the rest of the world. 
Already passports have been refused 
to several other Americans but wheth­ 
er an exception wilj be made in the 
case of the senator is not yet appar­ 
ent.

Nek York, June 16.—Between 500 
and 600 Thompson machine guns and 
other w ar m aterials which were seized 
on board the freighter East Bide in the 
belief th at they were consigned to the 
Irish republican arm y, were under a 
joint guard of j>olicemen and federal 
customs officers in Hoboken 
today 
while the United States 
authorities 
made an investigation to try and find 
out who had purchased the arms, who 
Had shipped them and the identity of 
the consignee. 
The w ar supplies were taken 
from 
the freighter just a short tim e before 
she sailed for Norfolk. Her ultim ate 
destination is an Irish port. 
The machine guns, together 
w ith 
many varieties of magazines, a ease of 
ammunition and 175 boxes believed to 
hold small arm s are valued a t $150- 
OOO. 
The machine guns are kncwn 
as “Thompson Sub-machine guns” and 
are the latest thing in death dealing 
mahinery, being capable of firing more 
than 600 shots a minute. 
The search w arrant upon which the 
machine guns were seized, had been 
issued by the Hoboken police. A fter­ 
wards a difference of

and the federal authorities as to the 
real custodians of the weapons so it 
was decided a t a hearing before Re­ 
corder Adolph Charston at Hoboken 
The machine guns had been m an­ 
ufactured by the Colts Patent F ire­ 
arms M anufacturing Company.

WIRELESS PICTURE OF CONDITIONS IN BERLIN TODAY, 
AS FOUND BY COL. HOUSE. 


How wonderfully conditions change in a few years. 
Who 
would have believed, only a short time ago, that within a short 
time an American newspaper would be publishing very long wire­ 
less dispatches from Germany? Yet they are doing it today. 
The Philadelphia Public Ledger daily receives such messages 
from its special correspondent, Col. Edward M. House, 
from 
Berlin. 
As evidence of this, and because we all want to know 
how they are behaving over there, we publish the following ex­ 
tracts from one such dispatch from Berlin received yesterday: 
“Berlin is as clean and orderly as formerly, but there are few 
if any expensive motors to be seen. The head of the largest bank 
here has none of any kind and this is merely a typical, not an 
isolated, case. His residence, a very large and expensive one, is 
now shared with four other families, each having a separate 
kitchen and menage. This, too, is the rule, not an exception. 
The theatres and restaurants are fairly well filled, but not 
with fashionable people. These latter have almost entirely dis­ 
appeared and are on their country estates, where living conditions 
arc cheaper. 
The profiteer is here as elsewhere and spending 
money freely. The Government finds it difficult to impose taxes 
on this class, for their wealth is elusive and largely out of. reach. 
They are even more unpopular here than in other countries, and 
are the cause of much dissatisfaction. 
“There is no evidence or display of jewelry in Berlin at all, 
comparable with New York, Paris and London, and hardly more 
than one finds in cities of the third class in the United States, 
France or Great Britain. 
“On the surface one sees no evidence of feeling against 
America. Our interests in Germany have been admirably cared 
for by the American commissioner, Ellis Loring Dresel, and Gen­ 
eral Henry T. Allen. It would be hard to exaggerate the influence 
which these two men have had. By their good work under diffi­ 
cult conditions they have compelled the respect of Germans in all 
walks of life. 
“Foreigners see us and know us as our representatives ap­ 
pear to them and we are fortunate in having two such men during 
these critical times.” 


It was only a short time ago that the average American knew 
little of geography beyond his own bailiwick. 
He was more ii terested in a cat fight on his back fence, than 
in the price of wheat in Liverpool or the latest developments in 
Belgium or Argentina. 
The Great Wi*.r not only broadened the vision of the average 
citizen, but made him realize that no country can remain isolated 
What happens in Europe or South America today may effect 
a man’s pay envelope tomorrow. 
If German factories can manufacture steel cheaper than we 
can, thousands of steel workers in the United States almost im­ 
mediately face a loss in the revenue from their occupation. 
The United States can consume only a part of the various 
products it manufactures. The surplus must be sold abroad or 
else our factories will be idle a large part of the time. 
Foreign trade, foreign affairs in general, are of vital inter­ 
est And concern to every American citizen. They are now reading 
the foreign dispatches in their newspapers with enhanced interest 
and studying foreign affairs with deeper realization of their in­ 
fluence on their own prosperity.
